RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN THE ORGANISATION OF PRODUCTION 


The following statement has been received from the 
Offices of the Production Executive. 


Two important developments have recently taken place 
in connection with the organisation of war production. 

(1) A central joint Advisory Committee has been set 
up composed of 12 employers’ representatives nominated 
by the British Employers’ Confederation and the Federa- 
tion of British Industries and 12 workpeoples’ representa- 
tives nominated by the Trade Union Council General 
Council. The terms of reference of the Advisory Com- 

mittee are :— 


“To advise the Production Executive on general 
production difficulties (excluding questions relating 
to wages and conditions in individual industries 
normally subject to joint negotiation) and on such 
matters relating to production as may arise from the 
proceedings of Regional Boards or be referred to the 


Committee by the Production Executive.” 


(2) It is felt that more effective use should be made 
of the Area Boards as part of the machinery for furthering 
the production of goods for war purposes, and in order 
to make this possible it has been decided to amend the 
constitution of the Boards and extend their functions 
on the lines as set out below. 


1. Area Boards to be renamed the Production 
Executive’s Regional Boards and to be responsible in 


their corporate capacity to the Production Executive. 


2. Contact to be established between the Boards 
and the Regional Commissioners with a view to 
arranging plans to meet an emergency. 


3. The functions and duties of Regional Boards to 
be extended to include : 

(a) maintenance of the Production Executive 

Register of Capacity for the region ; 

(b) arranging, with the Area Officers, the inter- 
change of machine tool capacity to relieve overload 
and to expedite production ; 

(c) suggesting, with the Area Officers, remedial 
action at an early stage in regard to firms which may 
become overloaded with a multiplicity of contracts 
let to them by separate Production Departments or 
Ministries or with undertaken in 
excess of what they can deliver by the required 


sub-contracts 
dates. (For this purpose the Chairman of the 
Board shall be provided with all necessary informa- 
tion regarding the contracts held by overloaded 
firms and the progress reports on such contracts) ; 

(d) advising the Regional Controller of Factory 
and Storage Accommodation on problems of provid- 
ing and allocating factory accommodation ; 





(e) co-operating with the Emergency Repairs 
Department of the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
in connection with plans for the repair of air-raid 
damage affecting production ; 

(f) maintaining liaison with the Emergency 
Service Organisation through the Ministry of Air- 
craft Production offices ; 

(g) bringing to notice any transport difficulties, 
whether of workers or of goods (which cannot be 
settled direct by the Departments concerned) by 
drawing the attention of and co-operating with 

(i) the appropriate Railway officer where rail 
transport only is involved ; 

(ii) the Regional Transport Commissioner where 
road transport only, or both road and rail, is 
involved; in the latter event the Regional 

Transport Commissioner will bring the appro- 


priate railway officer into consultation. 


(Ah) maintaining close touch with the Board of 
Trade representative regarding the local incidence 
of the policy of concentration of industry ; 

(‘) bringing to the attention of the local repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry of Supply, the Raw 
Materials Department, and the Controls, raw 

materials difficulties and seeking to overcome them 

by consultation ; 

(j) explaining, through the Trades Unions, and 
Employers’ Associations’ representatives, the pro- 
duction difficulties which give rise to discontent. 

(k) co-operating with the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service in connection with difficulties of 
labour supply and training and in the application 
of the Essential Work Order. 

4. Capacity Clearing Centres to be set up by the 
Regional Boards where necessary.

PORT, DOCK AND HARBOUR CHARGES 

MINISTER OF WAR TRANSPORT’S ORDERS 

The Minister of War Transport has made the Port of 
London (Charges for Use of Moorings) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 911), authorising the Port of London Authority 
to demand and receive, in respect of vessels discharging or 
loading cargo at any of the moorings owned by or hereafter 
belonging to the Authority in the Thames below London 
Bridge, the following charges :— 

A sum not exceeding one-half of the rates, rent, sums 
or charges appointed and chargeable by the Authority at 
the time when the moorings are being used and which would 
be payable in respect of a like vessel and cargo if such a 
vessel had entered the docks, basins, cuts, locks or entrances 
of the Authority and had laid therein and departed there- 
from according to the classification for the time being 
applied by the Authority to vessels entering into, lying in 
and departing from their docks, basins, cuts, locks or 
entrances. 

These charges, however, are not to apply to any vessel 
trading between the Port of London and any place in the 
United Kingdom or Eire or any place on the coast of 
Europe between the River Elbe and Brest; any fishing 
smack, lobster boat or oyster boat ; any seaplane. 

The Minister of War Transport has made the Port of 
London (Increase of Charges) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 912), authorising the Port of London Authority to 
increase the duties, rates, tolls and other charges shown in 
their published schedules in operation at the date of the 


| 





Order as being subject to percentage additions by certain 
further percentage additions. 

The Minister of War Transport has also made several 
other Orders (S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 900, 901, 903, 904, 
906, 913 and 949) empowering certain Dock and Harbour 
Authorities to increase their charges.

ORGANISATION IN THE PORTS 


The Director-General of the Ministry of War Transport 
has announced that arrangements have been made at 
headquarters to unify efforts to secure the quickest turn- 
round of ships and the Minister of War Transport has now 
approved the following arrangements at the ports them- 
selves : 

In those ports where a Regional Port Director is appoin- 
ted, he is responsible for all the work arising out of the 
functions and duties of the Ministry relating to the operation 
of the ports within his region, and for these purposes is the 
Minister’s chief executive officer. 

In matters relating to the loading and discharging of 
ships, he will have the assistance of the Shipping Repre- 
sentatives at the ports within the regions and, where a 
Regional Shipping Representative is appointed, the latter 
will act as Shipping Adviser to the Regional Port Director. 
The Regional Shipping Representatives, where appointed, 
and the Shipping Representatives will continue to deal, on 
behalf of the Minister, with such matters as the supervision 
of ships’ managers and agents and with questions (other 
than loading and discharging) which affect ships in port, 
e.g., crew problems, progress of repairs and arrangements 
with the Naval Authorities.

PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantees Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms.

Snort-TerRM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
“ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.

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BRITISH STANDARDS SPECIFICATIONS 


SILVER SOLDER 


The British Standards Institution has recently undertaken the 
revision of B.S. 206, Silver Solder, Grades A, B and C, to include 
a further type of solder of the quaternary alloy class (i.e., con- 
taining silver, copper, zinc and cadmium), which is now being 
increasingly used in industry. An appendix has been included 
for general information, which -gives the melting range of the 
three grades of solder that are now covered by this specification, 
copies of which will shortly be obtainable from the British 
Standards Institution, 28, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, 
price 2s. net (2s. 3d. post free). 


IDENTITY PHOTOGRAPHS 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a War 
Emergency British Standard Specification for Identity Photo- 
graphs. (B.S. 967-1941). 

In view of the increasing use of identity photographs for such 
purposes as identity cards the manufacturers considered it 
desirable that steps should be taken to secure standardisation 
so as to avoid confusion through a multiplicity of sizes. The 
standard lays down general standards contributing to the pro- 
duction of efficient identity photographs. Further, in order to 
assist the manufacturers, where special cameras are asked for, 
a basic standard for such camersa is included; this section, 
however, is quite separate from the section relating to the 
identity photograph itself. 

The Standard specifies the size of the photograph, the method 
by which the positive photograph shall be made and the paper 
on which it shall be reproduced. 

In the basic standards for the design of the special camera, 
the use of roll film as a basic material is recommended. The size 





of the negative image and the size of the roll film (or plates and 
sheet film if used) are given.

REVISED STANDARDS FOR HIGH-VOLTAGE 
INSULATORS 

With a view to bringing the British Standard Specification for 
insulators for overhead power lines into line with the inter- 
national standard published by the International Electrotech- 
nical Commission, a revision was undertaken some time ago and 
the results of the work have now become available with the 
publication of the 1941 edition of “‘ B.S. 137.” 

The first thing that strikes the eye on picking up this specifica- 
tion is that toughened glass insulators are included as well as 
porcelain. This is an advance on the I.E.C. specification, which 
is still applicable to porcelain only, but there has been sufficient 
experience in this country of the use of toughened glass insulators 
to enable a specification to be established. An insulator, of 
whatever material it is constructed, has a specific job to do, and 
the performance tests are therefore, in general, common to 
porcelain and toughened glass, but certain tests are peculiar to 
each type. For example, a porosity test is prescribed for porcelain 
but not for glass, and a toughening test is prescribed for glass 
but not for porcelain. 

Another new feature of the specification is the Appendix 
dealing with ball and socket fittings for suspension insulators, 
the dimensions of which have been standardised with a view to 
securing interchangeability. The Appendix on the selection of 
insulators has been entirely re-written in the light of experience 
during the last few years.
